Its sale had shown 
aygreat interest in its contents, The pecuni- 
ary return has been satisfactory—much larger, 
indeed, than the general public imagined, It 
is expected to reach 100,000 copies, and as Mr 
Davis issaid to receive 15 per cent on the 
gross price of the book, which is $10 for the 
cheapest edition, it will yield him a snug in- 
come, 

He discussed at considerable length during 
our conversation the theory of £overniment as 
propounded by the fathers and outlined in 
the debates in the convention that framedthe 
constitution. 

“I am willing to accept,’’ he said, ‘Mr. 
Madison’s earlier theories, not his later ones. 
I prefer the judgment of his prime rather 
than the expression of his decay.”’ 

Upon current topics and age riggs matters he 
talked very little, although it was evident 
from what he said that be keeps his keen eye 
upon almost everything thatis goingon. The 
growing prosperity of the south interests him 
very much, and heseems anvious to keep on 
the stage of action long enough to see it work 
Out the problem thatit is just beginning to 
bandie with vigor. 

“The prosperity of the south iseven more 
remarkable than I bad anticipated,” he said. 
“Man is still in a struggle with nature in the 
problem of growth and government yet to be 
Solved. J] have perfect faith in ®*he judgment 
Of the people and in their ability to correct 
&liwrongs. The govern went has drifted along 
Way from its moorings, and the standard of po- 
litical thought and action is low. Time will 
change and raise itagain, The government 
#8 the fathers franfed it and intended it to 
remain will be restored. When it comes the 
Country may be better off materially, but not 
‘2 good impulses. The wonderful develop- 
ment of the south under exacting conditions 
illustrates the power of its people to rise 
above and triumph over oppression, and fur- 
Lishes an example of their tendencies toward 
* higher order of political life. The future is 
HOt worked out yet. What theeouth must 

ve is a system of tenantry to till iis land. A 
Healthy system of immigration would assure 
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ita great future. Whether the colo 
ple will ever reach the point of Fee | 
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liable and valuable tenants isa question yet 
to be determined. They are improvingin a 
degree, but have not yet shown their ability 
to occupy the place of good white tenants, 
The abolition of slavery has been a great 
thing for the white man, but I dotubt very 
much if it has improved tie condition of the 
negro. Certainly it has not so far. We will 
have to waitand sce what isin the womb of 
the future for the colored man.”’ 

Mr. Davis's talk in relation to the new 
south and the negro was very interesting. 
It is not easy to present even 
a glimpse of a long and = in- 
teresiiag conversation of this character, es- 
pecialiy when one is not permitted the hberty 
of foliowing its thread from beginning to 
end. © Mr. Davis has been so long the target 
for controversy and ofttimes of misrepre- 
sentation, that the rule of his life now is te 
refuse. to be longer regarded in any other 
light than that of a plain and quiet citizen. 

“lam simply a private citizen, and desire 
to spend the remainder.of my days out of the 
turmeil of busy hfe here at my pleasant home 
on the guif. I donot desire to intrude my 
Opinions upon the public, or even give.them 
lor restatementand criticism when requested. 

Mr. Davis's manner was very pleasant. He 
extencs 2 courteous hospitality to all callers, 
but demands that it shall be received as com- 
ing from one who 1s no longer in any sense a 
public character. In the evening of a Hife 
that has been crowded with strange vicissi- 
tudes and bustling activities he is trying to be 
left to his ease. 1 wondered, as I loaked over 
his beauuful home, how much of regret for 
the past, ii any, there is in the many quiet 
moments be has for refiection; whether or 
not he ever opens the skeleton closet of the 
past, and picks up the pieces of the broken 
lempie and mourus over its destruction. If 
he does, there is nothing in his manner to 
show it. He seems cheerful, yet he does not 
appexr strong. I think he is past seventy-six, 
and, therefore, his journey towards the end of 
the sundown land cannot be much _ longer. 
What a rich volume of secrets in politics and 
eevernment willdie with him! The most 
valuable pages in tbe history of the rebellion 
will be blotted out when he finishes the jour- 
ney ot life. They never will be written or 
given. Things that the people of this coun- 
try most desire to know are in his keeping 
only. 

Apart from the residence, and in the midst 
of the shade trees that fill his yard, stands a 
curiously shaped house, where Mr. Davis 
spends much of his time. It is a comfortable, 
cozy little place, such as the reader would 
imagine he would select for a retreat. It is 
surrounded with a porch that looks off upon 
the guif, and seems built for comfort rather 
sDoOwW. 

“This is my workshop,”’ said the ex-con- 
federate president; ‘‘and here I spend a great 
dealof my time. I wrote ‘Ihe Rise and Fall 
of the Coniederate Government’ in this cozy 
place,”’ 

Tis was apparent without the saying, for 
the shelves which lined all the walls were 
crowded with well-handled reference-books, 
nearly all the works on the late war, encyc- 
lopedias, etc. The literary works belonging 
to a cultivated gentleman’s library had been 
left in the back parlor of the house when this 
comfortabie office was established for him to 
work in. The confusion of letters and papers 
on the table in the center of the room was 
evidence of the fact thata great deal of his 
time is consumed in reading and answering 
his private correspondence. There were only 
one or two pictures in the building, and the 
principal one was Albert Sidney Johnson. 
His was the only picture of a confederate 
general that I saw inthe home of him who 
ruled the late confederate government.
